Glendora Rancher is Mixing Sulphate 


of Lime With Manure Before It 


Is Shipped. 


An experiment which really has 


passed all the first stages of doubt, 
and has become a reasonable fact, is 
being carried out by a number of cit- 
rus ranchers in the Covina valley, 
relating to the mixing of sulphate of 
lime with manure, in order to save 
every nutrient part of the fertilizer 
for the consumption of the plant The 
Argus hau ben watching several ex- 
periments that have been made in the 
past year, and it seems like a thor- 
oughly feasible and practicable thing 
to allow the sulphate of lime, or gyp- 
sum, 
to absorb the liquid parts of the 


manure, thereby saving what is or- 
dinarily entirely wasted. 


The introduction of this idea into 


the Covina valley has been a commer- 
cial proposition, for the purpose of 
ncreasing the sales of gypsum, but it 
has progressed further than this and 
:he promoters of this idea have cer- 
tainly hit upon something that is of 
vast interest to the users of barnyard 
fertilizer. 
This week a rancher in 


Glendora, Julian C. Wright, is mix- 
ng 400 pounds of gypsum to each ton 
of barnyard fertilizer before it is ship- 
led to him. The manure is being pur- 
chased of a big manure concern in 
Los Angeles, and this manure is taken 
>ff of a cement floor, where all the 
iquids are caught. In order to get the 
>enefit of the liquids the gypsum is 
nixed with it, and in this way every 
ounce of the strength of the manure 
s saved. This idea is wholly a new 
ane, although gypsum has been for a 
ong time used about corrals and in 
barnyards for the purpose of keeping 
down flies and vermin. 


By. mixing the gypsum on the floor 


of the company's corral before it is 
load«&.,,,on.. the,, cars, the fanner is 
gettMg ;mcreritnan ttfeS^flVe^inites 
the strength of the manure ordinarily 
obtained through the old method Dry 
manure that has burned out more or 
less, is practically nothing but mulch. 
The attention of the ranchers is called 
to this new method. It is pointed out 
that the gypsum itself is a fine fer- 
tilizer, and the two together make a 
combination hard to beat.

it has gone past.

The ai^e'r is a 
plant of the interior fastnesses thai 
moves the poetic heart to song. It 
stands straightly on the edge or' boil- 
ing cataracts, smooth-boled, dainty as 
a girl, lovely in its outlines, r.aU.hins 
the glint of the sunshine in i f } foliage, 
letting the rays of sunlight through to 
pattern the mountain floor with claim- 
ing, 
crazy patch-work, but born to a 


life of precarious ways, for the stream 
is cruel to it. and seemingly tint-r.itefnl 
for the phr.de and protection from liie 
sun it gives. The alder is scavred by 
the rolling rocks. Its gray-silver bole 
is stricken by great wounds inflicted 
by the debris the storms have hurled 
against it. and an uprooted member 
of its kind is often thrown against a 
sturdier one, mute reminder that na- 
ture has inscrutable ways in spending 


! exquisite care of years to fashion a 


i beautiful plan/ that her own rampant 


j waters may destroy in an hour. Along 
the banks of this swift-moving stream, 


I the alder hugs f a i t h f u l l y , patches of 
it making a companionship into small 
groves that are gratefully cool as the 
big machine climbs the grade. The 
live-oak is ambitious, and climbs high 
up on the mountainside. The pines 


I begin to show themselves as the trail 
| goes higher. Fines keep very exclu- 
Isively to the higher places, lordly and 
j silent and retiring from the sameness 
'of the plains. Monster trees of the 
pine, and cypress cling to the precipi- 
tous slopes, always demonstrating the 
wonder of plant life, in that they grow 
straightly to the sun, no matter what 
the conformation of the earth may be. 
There is a lesson in ethics to be found 
in the giant, pine. No matter how ugly 
and inconsistent and varying are the 
surroundings beneath his feet, he sees 
no mission but to reach up in absolute 
perpendicular, disdaining all things 
but the higher motive of the sunlit, 
vault above. 


POWER FROM THE RIVER. 


Business has cropt. up into the wil- 


derness. The Oakland forty turned a 
sharp curve, to run into the midst of 
a l i t t l e sen lenient beneath live-oaks, 
where the San Antonio Water Com- 
pany has stationed a big power house. 
Here the company is generating light 
for the homes in t'pland, and possibly 
for a larger area in the valley below. 
This company sub-leases the big tract 
a lew miles above, where Camp Baldy 
is situated, one of the most delightful 
camping places one may find in all the 
wilds of the Sierra Madre. 
It is but 


a run of five miles from the mouth of 
the canyon to the camp, where more 
live-oaks are found, great monarchs of 
their kind, and hugh pines, and the 
ever-present mountain alder. There is 
a big grove of alders which follows 
the stream. Beneath the trees the 
camp managers have fashioned tents 
with board floors, comfortable places 
for flshermfjH.'.and lovers of., quietude. 
The lady in cnarge of the c*amp told 
the Oakland party that the camp would 
be opened on May 15. The visitors 
found the big pavilion still 
closed 


and battened against the weather, but 
men were busy putting up the tents, 
and getting ready for the big trade of 
summer. Here and there a fisherman 
whipped the stream for rainbow trout, 
and the anglers are gelling the limit 
this year as often as they are inclined 
to make the try. There are comfort- 
able frame houses built also, for peo- 
ple who wish to keep their families in 
a little better style than is afforded in 
a mountain tent. About two hundred 
tents are scattered through the grove, 
and this resort has become famous 
for its cool inviting breezes in the 
summer, when the valley is suffocating 
beneath the midsummer sun.

Head this: 
"An act to provide for work on public roads, streets, avenues, 


boulevards, lanes and alleys, not within the territory of incorporated 
cities or towns; for the incidental establishment of grades thereof;' 
for the construction therein or thereon of sidewalks, sewers, manholes, 
bridges, cess-pools, gutters, tiinnels, curbing ind side-walks; for the 
issue of bonds representing fcfae costs and expenses thereof; for is 
special fund derived in part from the county road fund and in part, 
by special assessment upon a district, and for the establishment of 
such districts." 


This is the Road District. Improvement Act of 1007, and in ten 


pages of the statutes of California, sets forth an opportunity, which. 
to isolated districts, seems to be the only practicable and sure wav 
ol obtaining permanent, satisfactory road improvements at an ex- 
pense that shall hi- determined by the persons benefited; in fact a 
piece of work done by ranchers and property holders to enhance the 
value of their holdings, and to better the traveling and hauling facili- 
ties of their own locality. 


The ranchers in any locality outside of Covina, for example, may 


meet together voluntarily; there to discuss the advisability of im- 
proving the roads in their immediate district. 
What can they do? 


The board of supervisors cannot vote them sufficient moneys to cover 
the expense, of .such improvement ns their district is in need of. Los 
Angeles county is too large, and as yet too sparsely settled to allow 
for general road Avork of a lasting character, outside of Avhat is al- 
ready being done.through what is knoAvn as the "Good Roads" bond 
issue. A little oil spread on here and there is all that can be expected. 
Supposing these ranchers decide that they Avisli a heavy gravel ap- 
plication, or even go to the extent of contemplating a macadam road- 
way, that Avill cut down the expenses of hauling produce and sup- 
plies, and Avhich will make it possible to invite the general public into 
the district. 
These men can assess their frontage according to the 


amount of expense contemplated, by petitioning the board of super- 
visors for the formation of a special road district, which will become 
a road district simply for the purpose of the one piece of improve- 
ment contemplated. 
As the act reads, a portion of the expense is 


borne by the county. The ranchers,'however, will see that by assess- 
ing themselves, they will receive good roads about their properties. 
It is a ease of "hoist with your OAVH petard." The Argus draws at- 
tention to this, and to the fact that this method is being tried at the 
present time in the county. What do you who live in the outlying 
districts of the Covina country think of this? If you wish further irT- 
formation on this subject, the Argus has it at hand, and will cheer- 
fully supply it. 
This is a plea for action in making all the valley 


roads good roads, so that we may do business with each other, and 
increase the value of our already valuable holdings throughout the 
valley. Pay some attention to this suggestion. .Map out an imaginary 
district and then get further information as to what can be done.

WHEREAS, on the 25th clay of Oc- 


tober, 1910, the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Covina, California, at a
